Examiner's Comments 

For applicant's information, this application is in condition for allowance except for the 
presence of claims 4-5 and 8-9, non-elected without traverse in the Election filed May 8, 2007. 
As per MPEP 821.01 [R-3], applicants failure to cancel claims drawn to the nonelected invention 
not eligible for rejoinder or to take appropriate action (after the Final Action mailed January 31, 
2008) will be construed as authorization to cancel these claims by examiner's amendment and 
pass the application to issue after the expiration of the period for reply.
